_ Syria Arrives. . 

Arriving in port at 7 o'clock 
this mOrniog the Peninsular and 
_ Oriental eteamer Syria berthed 
at the Kowloon dock to land 
passengers and discharge cargo. 
The Syria sailed from the Thames 
oo May 13 and had a good 
passage aa far east as Singapore. 
After leaving that port on June 
23 o fresh to moderate monsoon 
was experienced and heavy rain 
fall. The voysge was devoid of 
incident, except for the landing 
at Penang of one of the Goacese 
crew, who showed symptons of 
smatipox. The Syria drought 37 
passengers of whom 21 disem- 
barked at this port. Prominent 
among those travelling to 
‘northern ports are: 

‘Mr, and Mrs. P. S. Heistzle- 
man and Mr, d’Aranjo, who is 
accompanied ‘by his wife aod 
daughter. Mr. Heintzleman is 
the United States Consul-General 
at Hankow and is returning to 
his post after # holiday in 
Europe. Mr. d’Arznjo is connect-

service. Br, E. Schnitzler, a 
well-known resident of Shanghai, 
is returning from London. The 
Syria will uoload about 1000 tons 
of general cargoat this port and 
will. sail for Shanghal at 4 p.m. 
to-morrow. ' . 


Nile from U.S.A. 


Several hours late in arriving, 
due ta aw south-west monsoon 
having been encountered during 
the last day of the voyage, the 
China Mail Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer Nile teached 
port ‘at IE o'clock this morning 
from San Francisco, vis Japan 
and Shanghei. The Nile brought 
15-European, and 354 Asiatic 
steerage passengers and has on 
board 400 tons of general cargo 
to Jand at Hongkong before pro- 
ceeding to Singapore. The vessel 
sailed from San Francisco on 
May 26 and 2 fine passage was 
reported. There is for delivery 
at this port 257 bars 
of silver builion and 17 boxes of 
gold. During the royage_actoss 
the Pacific two of the Chinese 
passengers died: from natural 
causes.
